A black woman found dead

has been identified as Anna Stew¬ 
art, 33, of Cincinnati. 

Stewart, who was strangled, 
had been listed as. a missing person 
by the Cincinnati police since Sun- , 
day. 

Officer Linda Day of Cincinna¬ 
ti's Youth Aid Section, which han¬ 
dles missing person cases, said 
Stewart, a mother of three, was 
reported last seen about 4:30 p.m. 
on Oct. 6. 

The identification was made 
from a sketch released by Grove 
City police after local authorities 
were unable to identify the wom¬ 
an. 


Day said Stewart and another 
woman went to a Kroger's store 
about two blocks from her home on* 
Oct. 6. The other woman told police 
an unidentified man gave the two a 
ride back from the store. 

Day said the woman told police 
the man dropped her off and left 
with Stewart in the car. 

Stewart's three children last 
saw her. Day said, at about 8 a.m. 
Oct. 6 when they left for school.

A coroner’s report showed that she died 
of manual strangulation.
